Something More Than a Babble. 


St. Louis GIobe-Demoont:'. One argu- 


ment occasionally heard agalnit Interven- 
tion by the United States In Cuba Is tbat 
the insurgents are ID reality a mere guer- 
rilla force, ragged, half-fed, half-armed, 
without a capital or a system of taxation. 
Let us see about that. In the last three 
years Spain has sent over 200,000 sol- 
diers to Cuba and has been defeated In 
every campaign In the Interior. With all 
Us resources and command offevery sea- 
port It hiw failed to subdue the Ininr- 
ffent*, who are as numerous and strong u 
they were a year ago, if not mow so. 
Th« insurgents have disabled newly the 
entire railway system ard stopped work 
on the Urge plantations. They paw at 
will from province to province, and bars 
armonLwd frequently that they have 
mm «oogh. The latest uport of thu in- 
«»l*ai strength Is 85,500 men, of whom 


nearly half are mounted. A total of 16,- 
700 insurgents is reported In the Havana 
and other western districts. In addition 
30,000 Cubans, not In active service, till 
the soil to supply the patriot army. 


To subdue this so-called "rabble" Spain 


has vainly sacrificed the lives of an enor- 
mous number of soldiers. In the seaports 
and fortified posts perhaps 70,000 Spanish 
troops are still fit for fluty. The Spanish 
fleet In Cuban waters consists of 10 ornif- 
err, 17 small gunboats, flve torpedo 
boats and 3 launches. In three years the 
war has cost Spain 1380,000,000 and Blan- 
co'a requirement now Is $12,000,000 a 
month. But there was a former revolt 
between the years 1868 and 1878, during 
which over 13,000 insurgents fell in bat- 
tle. 
The Spanish government stated thai 


over 43,000 Cuban prisoners were pnt to 
death iu that straggle, which was endec 
by Spanish promises quickly violated. In 
the last three years the insurrection has 
cost the Cnited States over $200,000,000 
in commerce, and, unless all Indications 
are at fault, a battleship, with the most 
of its crew, through a deed of treachery. 


A look over these figures, and if they 


err it is on the side of an underestimate 
disposes of the foolish and flippant re 
mark that the Insurgents are merely a 
rabble, flitting from place , to plice, and 
unfit tj aspire to the government of Cuba 
At the end of 13 years of war these de- 
voted men still defy the power of Spain 
and lira much further, from exhaustion 
than (be is. They have captured no sea 
port becauFC they are without ships to 
bold it. As for their capital bidden away 
in the mountains it is no more subject to 
removal than_has been the seat of govern 
ment of other peoples who have fought 
the en me fight. The rags and short 
rations of Valley Forge were no bar to 
the effectiveness of our army nor to the 
final result. Thorn who decry tho worth 
and ability of the insurgents, or their im 
pottance|ln determining the future of the 
Island, speak without consideration. The 
Insurgents at the worst that Is said of 
them oouli not be to Cuba the onree that 
Spain has been.

;George IB Tired of Wield- 


ing the Scepter. 


Were a Grecian Republic at All Po«- 


•Ibie He Woald Abdicate 


Only Too Willingly 


In It> Favor.

Poor old King George of Greece! 


\Veary and disheartened, so runs the 
report, lie professes himself 
willing, 


and more than willing, to yield to the 
restless discontent of his people, lay 
('own his thankless office, and give way 
to the republic for which so many are 
clamoring. 


It is not likely that anything of the 


sort will be permitted; but that the 
luckless though well-intentioned sover- 
eign is thoroughly tired of his job is 
little to be wondered at. From the days 
of Agamemnon until now, the rulers 
o£ Hellas have found their task a trying 
one. 
Yet abdication is never easy, and 


rarely expedient or safe. 


But quite apart from the attitude of 


the powers—who certainly would not 
sanction any such radical change in the 
form of government at present—it is 
sufficiently obvious to the unprejudiced 
observer that stable 
and 
successful 


self-government in Greece is still a long 
way off. It is something that the world 
has never yet seen—popular impres- 
sions to the contrary notwithstanding 
—and the world is not likely to see it 
for many years to come. The laws of 
nature are mightier even than thc- 
"powers," nnd their manifesto is dis- 
tinctly against a republic in Greece. 


It is not that the modern Greek is de- 


generate—though corruption of blood 
and ages of stultifying oppression have 
assuredly not increased his capacity in 
this direction. The Greek of to-day, 
nevertheless, is quite as truly Greek as 
the Englishman of to-day is Anglo- 
Saxon—if anything, rather more so— 
and in temperament he is as like his 
ancestor of the time of Pericles as one 
magpie is like another. Right there is 
1lie rub. lie is too much like his re- 
nowned progenitors; for the inability 
of the ancicnfc Greeks to maintain a 
republic—or democracy, 
which here 


prowess—and that has made their de« 
scendants slaves of the Turk and a play- 
thing of the powers ? Without d oubt it 
was the result of a temperament pecul- 
iarly unstable, factious and emotional; 
but this only leads IP another ques- 
tion. How did it come about that they 
were cursed with such a temperament? 
Tor, remember, they were of the same 
essential stock as the Romans of old 
and the English of to-day—(both re- 
markable for dogged perseverance and 
organizing power. The problem is an 
interesting one, and the writer has a 
theory. 


It will lie observed that nearly all 


the inhabitants of the peninsulas and 
islands of southern Europe exhibit

much tlie same temperament—viva- 
cious, volatile, with a marked inapti- 
tude for stable trovermnent. The Ko- 
jnans may at first see.ni to be an ex- 
ception, but they—like the Macedo- 
nians in their relation to Greece—be- 
longed to the upper rather than the 
lower part of the peninsula. The traits 
in question are very apparent in the 
modern Italians and Sicilians, in the 
Spanish and even in the French. The 
Irish, top—though, like the flreeks, 
they rank among- the bravest, bright- 
est nnd most patriotic 
peoples the 


world has known—have experienced a 
similar difficulty in maintaining their 
independence. As in the case of old 


amounts to the same thing—was as 
marked as was their zeal for the ex- 
periment. 


That Greece was never united under 


any form of government except vir- 
tual despotism, usually foreign, may be 
passed by—though the fact is signifi- 
cant. On a more limited scale, how- 
ever, the pet experiment was tried 
again and again with unabated en- 
thusiasm, but with invariable collapse. 
Even Athens, the cose usually cited, 
only succeeded in convincing nearly all 
political philosophers for a period of 
about 2,000 years that democracy was 
not a feasible form of 
government; 


that it was false in theory and self-de- 
structive in practice. It was left to 
America, indeed, to prove the contrary. 


It has been customary to attribute 


the failure of free institutions in 
Greece—for 
failure it was, 
despite 


seemingly 
favorable conditions and 


brilliant beginnings—to rampant dema- 
gogues and unscrupulous usurpers; 
but this is fallacious. Where the soil 
is fit xveeds are sure to spring up; the 
seed is everywhere. It is also pointed 
out by eager apologists that Greece 
finally succumbed to a foreign power 
and superior force; but a united Greek 
republic, organized as the English, for 
instance, might have organized it, 
would easily have anticipated the con- 
quests of Alexander and dominated the 
known world. Pericles really planned 
no less, but even he was unable to 
carry out this great project. The fault 
wa« in the people themjielysssj and the 
same fault lies in the wo# «"theirrsac- 
;css to-Say.

What, then, is this persistent and ap- 


parently incurable national defect? 
What was it that prevented the most 
intelligent and spirited people of an- 
tiquity, with a line of battle at sight 
of which most of their enemies simply 
turned and ran, from reaping1 the nat- 
ural fruits of their _ unquestioned 


Hellas, a well-organized and united Ire- 
land would have been Impregnable, but 
these were conditions that could not be 
secured. 


Behind all this lie some curious 


facts. A little preliminary explanation, 
however, is necessar3'. 


Like most other European peoples, 


the Greeks were fundamentally of the 
so-called Aryan stock; but the Greek 
traits above described are very un- 
Aryan. These Aryans—who are sup- 
posed to have originated in central 
Asia—were a race of blue-eyed blonds, 
of unusual strength and stature, rather 
stolid in temperament, but endowed 
with a fierce energy and grim tenacity 
of purpose that made them irresistible. 
They conceived that their special mis- 
sion was to conquer the world; and 
they set about it promptly, with ex- 
traordinary success. When, in pursu- 
ance of this idea, they began to over- 
run 
Europe—chiefly 
In prehistoric 


times—they found there, so ethnolo- 
gists tell us, a comparatively short, bru- 
nette race, called, rather arbitrarily, 
Iberians. These the invaders partly ex- 
terminated and partly drove before 
them, forcing them to the coast, and 
probably to some extent across to the 
nearer islands. Naturally the fugitives 
were massed in largest numbers at the 
extremities of the great peninsulas, 
where the remnant, as the rage for 
slaughter relaxed, was gradually ab- 
sorbed. This merging of races, it is 
believed, accounts for the 
otherwise 


unaccountable variations in stature 
and complexion so noticeable in Eu- 
rope to-day, and for the relative pre- 
dominance of the brunette type in the 
southern portion. 


But it accounts for something more. 


There is much reason to suspect that 
the Iberians are chiefly responsible for 
the excessively emotional and unstable 
temperament characteristic of the re- 
gions where physical indications, and ,

Would 
P'esuuie tbat Mauzy waa Innocent until 
proved guilty and would give Iitm the 
benefit of a doubt. 
Was engaged in the 


saloon^ business forj three months. Am 
in favor of hanging where there is no 
possible doubt according to the evidence. 
Mr. Johns challenged Mr. Salogga per- 
emptorily. 


C. C. Morris ot Decatnr—Lived here 


five years and employed at Wabasb oar 
scops. Have not formed any opinion as 
to Manzy'sgnllt and bare no prejudice 
against him. Ko oDjeotion to an al:bl as 
a defense. 


Mr. Johns tendered the two, leaving 


Walter Black accepted by both sides and 
Mr. Morris accepted by tho defense. 
Mr. 


Leforgee examined Mr. Morris who an- 
swered as follows: Am 38 years old 
Never had any business with Mr. Back 
ingbam or Mr Johns.

MoKinley; am slightly acquainted with 
Harry Wheoler.

Was a farmer near Mt. /.Ion precious to 
tint time. 


SECURED A JUKY. 


At 11:45 o'clock tbo last man, C. C. 


Morris, was accepted and the jury for the 
trial of Mauzy was complete, after the 
awyers had been working since Tuesday 
morning. Nearly 300 talesmen were ex- 
amined. 


According to the law each Is allowed 20 


peremptory challenges In a murder case. 
In this trial each side used IT of their 
challenges and only three «vere left on 
each side. 


JURY TAKES OATH. 


The jurymen wore asked to stand and 


Deputy Clerk Bob Williams swore them 
In. 
They to )k the oath to try the case 


mpartia'ly and render a verdict accord- 
ing to the evidence presented. 


Judge Vail then faid: "Gentlemen of 


tbe jury, tbia will be a long trial and you 
will be In tho charge of an officer. If you 
desire to get anv clothing or anything 
from your home speak to the officers 
about It. 
Yon will not 
lie allowed to 


read any of the local nuwspapors^and I 
want to warn you of talking among your 
selves about tbe case. Keep your minde 
free and open to receive any evidence that 
Is presented " 


Mr. Johns suggested tbat tho jurors be 


allowed to read a part o! the newspapers 
and the judge said that the officers could 
remove from tho papers such matter as 
pertained to the trial and allow the jurors 
to read the rest. 


Court was then adjourned until 1:30 


o'clock. 


OPENING STATEMENTS 


By Attorneys Leforgee for Prosecu- 


tion, and Johns for Defense. 


This afternoon Attorney Leforgeo for 


tbe proseoution made tbe opening state- 
ment to tbe lory. He raid: 


'Gentlemen of tbe Jury: In the his- 


tory of jurisprudence In Macou county I 
do not think tbat a jury hue over been 
called Into a box to fata upon a case us 
Important as this ouo. The trial of a 
man for murder requires great pains on 
the part of the attorneys and the greatest 
consideration en tbe part of the jury and 
a great effort must be made to get the 
trutb from tbe witnesses. Tbe elemen- 
tary principle of tbe law Is that no man 
who enters tbe jury box should not allow 
bimeelf to be influenced by the fact tbat 
the man has been Indicted. 
Another 


thing is that tb« presumption tbat the 
prisoner ii innocent must be considered. 
Man was not born with crime upon hie 
heart nor tbe brand of Cain upon his 
brow. That presumption ot Innocence Is 
with tbe prisoner as be is before the jury 
ind will follow blui step by step until he 
18 proven guilty beyond a reasonable 
doubt. 


'Another point is that ot a reasonable 


doubt. If Joe Mauzy is guilty It must be 
proven so beyond all reasonable doubt 
and as one of tho prosecutors in the case 
I wont to Etiy that If the evidence in this 
case does not convince you beyond all 
reasonbale doubt it Is your duty to say 
tbat you bave found no ein ID him and 
send him forth. 


'On the other band K It a proven to 


you that Maiuy is guilty, in tbe light 
of yoar oaths, it will be your duty to re- 
turn a verdict BBS Inat Mauzy and give to 
him tbe punishment which be shall de- 
serve. 


"We have an able prosecutoi in this 


county, bnt on account of his connection 
with the cate it was deemed best to ap 
pnlnt others to assist Mr. Mills and the 
attorneys selected were Mr. Crea, who 
for years baa been connected witb the 
bar, and myself. We are not hen to show 
any tplein against anycne, but to give 
yon tbe plain facts In regard to this 
mnrd«r. There 1) a man ID the penlten 
tlary today who was lent th«-e became 


be was convicted of the same crime whiab 
Is charged against Mauzy. 


"Mat 
MoKinley, on July 8, 1889, was 


killed. 
In the annals of Macon county 


there was never a mure cruel mnrder. 
He was shot down without anyone hear- 
ing a word from bis lips. It was a cow- 
ardly murder. The man tbat murdered 
MoKinley demands no consideration from 
a jury, excepting the extreme penalty 
that can be meted out to him. 


"When people wers making conjectures 


t\3 to who committed the crime tbe evi- 
dence centered on one man, and be was 
convicted. 
When the doers of tbe pom 


tentiary closed behind him public opin- 
ion was not satisfied. Little by little 
there drifted testimony and after time 
rolled on there came a time when the 
grand jury investigated tbe case and re 
turned an Indictment. I( will probably 
be said by the attorneys for the defense 
tbat this prosecution Is brought about by 
tbe efforts ot Faunae's frienaa to get him 
out ot the penitentiary 
The efforts to 


pardon Fannce have nothing to do with 
the ease 
If it is found that the man In 


the penitentiary is innocent and tbat 
Mauzy Is guilty it is your duty to convict 
him. 


"During July of 1889 Joe Mauzy was 


employed at the jail. On the night'of tbe 
3rd of July two women visited the store 
of Myers & Plumer, where Mat MoKln- 
oy was emplsyed, situated on North Park 
street. Shortly before 9 o'clock they pro- 
ceeded tu Franklin .street and then walked 
south on Franklin 
toward their home. 


At tbe corner of Main street they held a 
conversation with a man. They moved 
on to tbe alley where they quarreled with 
a man, while another njan stood silently 
by. I have always believed that these 
women could tell 1C they would who com- 
mitted the murder. Mat McKlnley, whc 
was across the street, joined tbe crowd, 
having probably been attracted 
by tbe 


noise. 
Tbe two men passed on south 


and .the next thing seen was McKlnley 
sitting down with two men over him, one 
of them eaying: 
'Get np.' Tho shot 


was heard and the man who Sred it ran 
away and McKlnley was found by thote 
who were attracted by the shot leaning 
against the barn. 
Be died without a 


word passing his lips. 


" The alley] about half.way down tbe 


block is intersected by another alley run- 
ning south to Wood street. ID the alley 
was found a revolver. 
I will not t)y to 


trace the revolver and I challenge anyone 
to do it satisfactorily. But I think that 
tbe ownership of the revolver will be 
proved and that yon will be satisfied that 
tdt- man who owned It fired the shot and 
that the man is in the court room and 
has been brought before yon for trial. 


"There will be a conflict in regard to 


tho witnesses, bnt whet, you have heard 
this case thoroughly my prophecy of this 
man's connection witb the murder will 
be a settled isot in your minds. I don't 
knuw what the defense will be. I want 
yon to hear tbe testimony In the case and 
try It according to tbe evidence according 
to yoar uaths and as American jurjra 
and the people will be satisfied." 


Mr Leforgee's speech bated 45 minutes. 


MR JOHNS' ADDRESS 


Attorney Johns, for the defense, faid 


in part: 


"Mr Leforgee in his speech of 45 mlc- 


Dtes has not told yon any facts excepting 
that MoKinley Is dead and that be was 
shot In tbe alley. 
This la a singular case 


and for that reason it is important. 
I 


will tell you what we will endeavor to 
prove to you 
Tbe block where the mur- 


der occurred Is a peculiar block. It is 
divided Into four nieces there being alleys 
running north and south and east and 
west, and Intersecting In the center. 
Nine years ago Faunae was proved guilty 
after a fair and impartial trial. 
The 


judge refused to grant a Dew trial show- 
ing tbat he believed Faunoe killed Mo- 
Kinley. 


"There are some things about this case 


which I don't understand and this is one 
of them 
This case was never brought to 


convict Mauzy. None of the laywers be- 
lieve tbat Mauzy la guilty, nobody be- 
lieves It excepting one crank In the 
town,"and I don't think It 
There Is Lot 


a man in my hearing who believes Manzy 
Is guilty unless It is sonirt one who has 
formed tbe opinion from I be uninveBli- 
gated lot whifh was published In the 
Review. 
We will sbow tbat Mauzy Is as 


clear of this crime as the nconday snn. 


"We will show yon that Jack Faunce 


shot Mat 
MoKinley 
tbat 
night 


You can't convict him again, but we can 
show you that he did the shooting. We 
will dlso show yoo tbat MoKinley and 
Funnce were rlvtils for the affection of 
Mr; 
Griffith. 
This woman with Mr. 


Smith left the Myers and Plonier store 
at 9 o'clock oil tbe night of July 3, 1889 
and walked down Franklin street toward 
their home. At tbe comer of tbe alley 
they were accosted by a man who ad- 
dressed one of the women as Ida. Mc- 
Ktnley was on the otber sloe of tbe 
street, probably following Mrs Griffith 
Be crossed over and was shot 


"Fannce was seen running ontofan 


alley down Bute street and went Into a 
saloon, where tie showed himself to be 
nervoae. Thera was a witness named 
M<v. Alice Ollphant, who was a woman 
witb negro blood in her veins 
She was 


not as virtuous as Geasar's wife should 
have been, bat it was on ber testimony 
that Faunce was convicted. 
We have 


hunted everywhere for Mri. Oliphant, 
but are unable to find her. We have 
hunted down every aide bnt ibe cannot be 
located. We an going to try to Introduce 
the evidence of Hn. Ollphant is it was 


given nine years ago. Yon will not see 
the woman herself, bat yon will bear her 
testimony and von must remember that 
It was her manner of testifying that msde 
the juryjbelieve her. 


•At the time of the mnrder John 


Manzy wai sheriff of the county and Joe 
Mauzy was 18 years old. 
They claim 


tbat he was out on a sporting expedition 
and that he was in pursuit of these wo- 
men for immoral purposes aud to prevent 
being interruption In bis pursuit be kill- 
ed a man 


"I am Informed tbat there are two per- 


sons who will testify tbat they saw the 
shooting 
A 
man named MoWbithey 


claims that be wae sitting In bis window 
and saw a man do the shooting and then 
run up to tbe jail. The night wan a dark 
one and there were no electric lights. 


•'I want you to observe while you are 


heie and learn how far you can see at 
night and at what distance yon can dis- 
tinguish figures and you will Snd that 
this man Is talking through hi3 hat 
On 


tbe night of tbe third, Joe Mauzy, with 
his father and Din bar, were sitting on 
the jail steps utid .Toe's grandmother was 
sitting inside 
A f-hot was beard and it 


was remarked that it was not a fire crack- 
er. Jce was on duty as night watchman 
at the Jill and he had on bis slippers and 
his coat was ofl 
His father was remon- 


strating with him fur hiving been gam- 
bling 
While they were talking Hnddle- 


ston. another man employed about the 
jailcarao in and said that a man had been 
iilltd 
John Mauzy Bed his son, in his 


sllppcrp, went together to tbe place of the 
shooting 
We will prove to you that Jce 


Mauzy uid r.ot commit the 3rlme as he 
was not there to do it and this will be 
our alibi 


"If all of the evidence taken together 


with the alibi proves to you that there Is 
a reasonable doubt you mast acquit him 
He is now Innocent and the law shields 
him until it can be proved that he is 
guilty beyond a doubt 
If this cannot 


he proved you must acqnit Mauzy and be 
oan go back to bis home and resume bis 
duties on his farm " 


At 8:60 o'clock [court adjourned until 


Monday morning at 9 o'clock, when tes- 
timony will be introduced. *•

Just What Jack's Daily Life Is Aboard the Receiving 


Ship and at Sea—Busy Days in the Navy.

More tlian one-half ttie men in tlie 


United States navy to-day ure iiathe 
'Americans, This is, a larger percentage 
;tban has ever been in the service, in 
'recent enlistments only native Ameri- 
cans have been accepted. 
They have 


always had tLe preference and the 
'supply of them offering in the last 
•three years has been lai ger than ever 
ibefore. At the same tune, many pnitl- 
'Uates of the apprentice schools of the 
navy have been enlisting; and four- 
fifths of the apprentices are 
native 


Americans. The benefits of the appron- 
tice system are just beginning to make 
.themselves felt in the navy. 


The large number offering for serv-j 


5cc_,iearly 29,(KM men and 
3.d:>0 ap- 


prentices applied for enlistment last | 
year—has been due in great measure to ' 
the general laek of employment. Then ' 
the changed conditions of the service] 
tave raised the standard in the navy j 
and made life aboard ship more nt.trae-' 
tive. For that reason a better grade 
of landsmen is obtained and roinlist- [ 
jnents are made in greater number. 


The life of a sailor is hard even under 


the best conditions, but it is an inter- 
esting lire; und everyday good-looking,. 


worthless in these days of big guns. 
There are 11 of these ships,, at New 
York, Boston, Washington. Philadel- 
phia, San 1'raneisco, etc. The busiest 
of them is the Vermont, which is sta- 
tioned at New York under command of 
Capt. .Merrill Miller. A majority of the 
naval recruits come from New York 
city. 


It is an impressive scene when seven 


or eight joung men gather in Capt. 
Miller's office, hat in hand, to take the 
oath which completes their enlistment. 
It is the last step «hich virtually cuts 
them off from freedom for three long 
yoais. 
However little they may like 


the service, once they have taken the 
oath, they stay aboard ship for 
3C 


months or lose their citi/enship and 
risk imprisonment at Boston. 
How 


irksome the privation of his independ- 
ence may be to the sailor is shown by 
the fact that 1,H9 men gave up their 
citizenship actual or prospective last 
year rather than serve out their enlist- 
ment. 


"You <lo solemnly swear—," says 


Tapt. Miller, holding the Ttible in 
both hands as he stands before the lit- 
tle group of recruits; and with right 


intelligent and well-dressed joungmen 
offer themselves as candidates for the 
blue uniform. \Vith the grow tlrof war 
rumors following the sinking of the 
Maine, the number of applications was 
increased very largely.

The ratings of the men who enlist

The 
grades above apprenticeship for which 
men enlist arc chiefly landsmen, ordi- 
nary seaman, seaman and coal passer, 
The pav of these is $!0. $19, M4 and$22 
respectively.

The landsman is n man who has nn 


knowledge of si-i life. 
ITe must be na- 


tive born mid between IS and -"year?

The ordinary seaman must 


| have Vt 'MI 'it se;i at lr\nst two yonrs and 


must pass an examination. The sea- 
man must have had four years' experi- 
ence and his examination is more rigor- 
ous. The 'prentice, when he reaches 
the ape of 21, is usually qualified for a 
seaman's rating. The landsman, after 
three years, if he reenlists, becomes 
(in ordinary seaman and may be pro- 
moted a year later to the higher grade. 
A reenlistment at any rating brings 
increase of pay. 


Above the grade of seaman is that 


of petty officer, to which the seaman 
may be promoted. lie has no hope, as 
the soldier has, of earning a eominis- 
pion in time of peace; though in war 
anything is possible. 


The man who enlists is usually ivith- 


out a dollar in the world. Within a few 
mmites after he has left the captain's 
oi7.ee he is in debt to the navy depart- 
ment $10.03, the price of his outfit. This 
outfit is delivered to him by the pay- 
master's clerk or yeoman, nfter the re- 
oruit has been measured by the Ber- 


poli»hing the brasses and doing other 
plain work about the. ship, and by 
practicing the infantry drill and the 
setting-up drill every day. But for the 
most part the period just after enlist- 
ment is a period of idleness. The lands- 
man learns to sling his hammock and 
is educated in the language of the bells, 
the boatswain's whistle and the bugle; 
but beyond that he is not kept very 
busy. 
If he is an enthusiast, though, 


as most raw recruits are, he welcomes 
the day when he is assigned to duty, 
and, slinging his "ditty bag" over his 
shoulder, he starts away with a squad 
of bluejackets to take the train for 
Norfolk or whatever the point may b« 
at which his ship is waiting. There 
he goes aboard, reports and is entered 
on the list of the ship's crew. 


A iixcd number of men is assigned to 


each ship—so many landsmen, so many 
ordinary seamen, so many seamen, 
and so on through all ratings. There 
is alvvajs a small shortage, due to 


tillon system, and he proceeds imme- 
diately to put on his new togs, 
llis 


blue uniform he iinds lacks one fea- 
ture. There is no ribbon around the 
cup showing in gilt letters the name of 
the ship to which he belongs. That will 
not come until he is assigned. Mean- 
time he need not worry about the fig- 
ure he will cut with his irieuds, for 
he will not have shore leave until ho 
has worked out the price of his outfit. 
That may be in four months, ant} it 
may not be in five or six.

deaths and desertions. Each landsman 
when he reports for duty is assigned 
to one of the four or rive divisions 
aboard the ship. He is taken below 
shown where to find his hammock and 
whrre to .sling it and the locker in 
which to stow his clothing. He gets a 
ribbon witli the name of the ship which 
be puts on his cap, and he is ready for 
llis duties. 


These are simple at first. He assists 


in coaling the ship. He is assigned to 
a place in a gun crew, and he learns all 
the duties of the gun, but particularly 
those which are to fall to him. He is 
told to keep a certain part of the big 
gun 
clean, this being known 
as 


"brightening." He learns all the drills, 
including those -with side-arms, pistols 
and broadswords. All this drilling and 
breaking in is done by the petty offi- 
cers, with the assistance of some of the 
older men, -who arc quick at licking a 
new man into shape. It is not done 
very gently, ;tnd the new man is made 
to feel the rigor of a severe discipline. 


Then he is assigned to a boat, in 


which he is to pull a specified oar; and 
he practices rowing until he can feath- 
er und pull :i strong stroke without 
crab-cateliing. 


After a month or six weeks of study- 


ing the sehool of 1he Bailor the* new- 
man is fit for general duties aboard 
ship. But there is much about reeling, 
steering, knotting, splicing and the 
other details of suiloi-V work which he 
has to pick up in odd hour.s, and he is 
fortunate if he understands enough of 
it to take an ordinary seaman's rating 
at the end of his three years'service. 


The sailor's life K a busy one. Here i

After breakfast, which is always a 


substantial meal, Jack, who has been 
working in his suit of white, puts on 
his blue uniform and appears in it at 
sick call. This call is for those who 
have slight ailments, who arc examined 
by the surgeon and prescribed for and 
sent to the hospital. 


After sick call the sailor has to pol- 


ish the bright work of the big gun and 
the small arms until 0:30, when the 
whole crew is called to order for in- 
spection by the captain. At this in- 
spection any sailor whO( has a griev- 
ance may %oice it to the captain and 
be sure of a hearing and fair treat- 
ment. 


After the inspection there is drill for 


a half hour or more. It may run up to 
an hour and a half, and if the captain's 
breakfast disagrees with him it is 
quite as likely to be the lonsrer period. 
BrntaliU in the navy now finds its vent 
in drilling the men until they are near- 
ly dead from exhaustion, and a cap- 
tain who overworks his men can usual- 
ly be told by the number of desertions 
from his ship.
